WOG303075 discloses a powder diffusing nozzle comprising aU' the featured elements of 
the instant invention, see Figures 22 and 26-3 L ,J 

3. Claims 1-3, 6-8 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chabert. 

Chabert discloses a powder diffusing nozzle comprising all the featured elements of the 
instant invention, note sidewall 16, passage 62, and deflector 58. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 10-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitatibns of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
